NEW YEAR MARKS START 
OF SOCIAL SECURITY 
BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


The New Year marks the begin - 
ning of monthly payments by the 
federal government under the old- 
age and survivors insurance pro- 
gram of the social security act. An 


amendment to the act, passed at | 


the last regular session of Congress, 


advanced the payment of these ben- , 


efits by two years. 

Eligible persons 
Yolo, Colusa, Glenn, Butt, Yuba, 
utter, Nevada, Placer, El Dorado, 
Amador and Alpine counties will 
file their applications for these ben- 
efits with the Sacramento office of 
the federal social security board, J. 
G. Bretherton, manager, has an- 
nounced. 


in Sacramento, 


These monthly benefits, Brether- | 


ton explains, will be based entirely 
on work performed since January 1, 
1937 at jobs covered by the social 
security act. All lines of commer- 
cial and industrial employment are 
under the law. Workers in these 
jobs are required to have a social 
security account card. They also pay 
a tax of one per cent of their wages 


; or salaries from such employment ; 


and the employer 
amount. 


pays an equal 

The following groups of persons 
are entitled to these benefits: 

(1) Workers of age 65 or more 
who choose to retire and who have 
worked at jobs covered by the so- 
cial security act in at least six cal- 
endar quarters since 
1937 and earned at least $50 in each 
quarter. 

(2) The surviving 


widow and 


_children of a worker who dies af- 


ter December 31 if there is a child 
under age 16 or under 18 and in 


‘school. The deceased worker must 


also have had the six quarters of 
employment stated above. 

(3) Surviving parents who were 
wholly dependent on an unmarried 


;son or daughter may receive bene- 


fits when each parent attains 65. 
The deceased worker must have 
been fully insured under the law at 
time of death. 


The insurance payments, accord- 
ing to Bretherton, should not be 
confused with public assistance to 
the needy aged, needy blind or the 
needy dependent children. The 
public assistance programs are con- , 
ducted by the state and local coun- | 
ty governments. 


The benefits starting with the 
New Year are paid to “insured”. 
workers or their surviving family 
relatives—an insured person being 
one who has worked at jobs cover- 
ed by the law on which he and his 
employer contribute through tax 
payments to support the system.

These notices, according to James 
G. Bretherton, manager of the so- 
cial security board’s Sacramento of- 
fice, are going to persons who re- 
ceived a lump sum settlement at 
' age 65 under the original social se- 
curity act. The mailing schedule will 
be completed by January 5. 

Amendments to the act, passed at 
,the last regular session of Con- 
gress, now authorize the board to 
/ re-open the accounts of these work- 
ers, Bretherton said, and to pay 
them monthly benefits if they 
choose to retire from employment 


requirements. 

The requirements are: .(1) the 
worker must have been employed in 
at least six calendar quarters since
